WORK on Thorpe Bay’s former 
forlorn tram shelter is moving for¬ 
ward at a furious pace. 

Retired police chief Bob Craven 
and his wife Dorothy have been try¬ 
ing to revamp the dilapidated art 
deco shelter for the last 20 years. 

They were finally given the go- 
ahead by Southend Council and 
backed by the Yellow Advertiser 
last year. 

Now work has started in earnest 
on transforming the 100-year-old 


seafront building into a space for 
the community. 

So far 1,500 people from hun¬ 
dreds of groups say they would like 
to use the shelter. 

They include schools, people with 
impaired sight, disabled groups and 
a group of people with facial dis¬ 
figurements who want to use it as a 
changing facility for the beach as 
they are unable to cope with 
Southend’s packed beaches. 

Bob said: “Our thanks go to 
Southend’s new leader Ron 
Woodley who took up the reins and 
made things happen. 


“This week, the floor of the shel¬ 
ter saw daylight for the first time in 
more than 100 years, remarkably 
the floor looks in very good condi¬ 
tion, however, there is serious cor¬ 
rosion and decay which can only 
have been inside the structure. 

“Council contractor Quill 
Construction has been working 
closely with our Frank Summers 
trustee build team leader to save 
wood mouldings so we can replicate 
the same timbers in the rebuild.” 

Tram stop committee campaigner 
Keith Beresford said he was 
extremely happy the campaign is 




being backed by the YA. 

He said: “As a member of the 
fundraising team at the tram stop 
shelter I am pleased to acknowl¬ 
edge the support we are receiving 
from the Yellow Advertiser because 
it keeps everyone up to date with 
the progress. 

“The rebuild is progressing so 
well and we are now actively plan¬ 
ning our fundraising events for this 
year. 

“For this year so far, there are two 
quiz nights and a golf day at Garon 
Park in June.

Dad makes a song and dance about dangers of surfing the web

SAFETY conscious staff at a Leigh 
school have developed a clever way 
of educating pupils about the 
dangers of the internet. 

Information technology and com¬ 
munications expert Simon Harris 
from Southend developed the idea 
because he said he wants to protect 
children from risks lurking online. 

Mr Harris, who is a communica¬ 
tions advisor at Saint Pierre School 



in Leigh Road, helped create a musi¬ 
cal project using songs and drama. 

The school has now produced a 
video on the topic which has now 
been uploaded to YouTube. 

Dad-of-one Simon said: “One of 
the most rewarding parts of my role 
is seeing how our children want to 
contribute to any discussion about 
online safety. 

“Our older pupils are taking a real 
lead in this with the video, assembly 
presentations and other printed mate¬ 
rials that are shown around the 
school. 

“We have recently introduced a safe 
and secure email network for year 
two and above and I am delighted to 
say that every single pupil is taking 
responsibility for every message and 
image that they send. 

“We have created emails for the 
pupils too and other than the occa¬ 
sional forgotten password, the email 
trial has been a complete success.” 

Saint Pierre headteacher 
Christopher Perkins said the school 
felt it was necessary to include online 
safety in the IT curriculum. 

He said: “We wanted to go beyond 
any government-issued ‘bare mini¬ 
mum’ material. 

“Five or 10 years ago, we wouldn’t 
have even thought about talking to 
pupils as young as ours about the 
dangers of Facebook, Twitter and the 
internet in general, but we have to 


move with the times. 

“Thankfully we have managed to 
cover an incredibly serious subject in 
a way that is engaging, fun, and most 
importantly, relevant.” 

Head boy Glen Morris, 11, said: 
“The online safety video was a lot of 
fun and it has helped our own pupils 
a lot. 

“It has been shared so much online 
now that it is also helping children 
and their parents around the world 
too, which is amazing. 

“We all love using our new email 
addresses because it gives us the 
chance to chat with our friends in 


other year groups, and we know that 
messages to and from outside 
addresses are blocked to keep us 
safe.” 

Mr Harris added: “The children all 
got really involved in the acting with 
loads of great ideas, and the song was 
sung by our drama teacher Rachael 
Linnen. 

“The video has been praised by 
Essex Police, ChildNet International, 
pupils and parents.”

DETECTIVES investigating the death of 
Albert Williams in Southend last year 
have made further arrests. 

A 34-year-old man from Grays was 
arrested at his work address in Sutton 
Road, Southend, shortly before 7am on 
Thursday. He was arrested on suspicion of 
conspiracy to burgle. 

A second man, from Westcliff, was also 
rearrested on suspicion of murder and bur¬ 
glary. The 43-year-old had been arrested 
last year and was on bail. 

Both men are being questioned by police. 

Fire crews found Mr Williams at his flat 
in Cedar Close, Southend, on August 8 
after they had been called out to a blaze in 
the same property. A forensic post mortem 
showed he had died of internal injuries. 

DI Danny Stolen is leading the investi¬ 
gation into the death. He said: “Albert 
Williams was a vulnerable man who lived 
alone in Southend. He enjoyed his own 
company and had a love of gardening. 

“I believe there are people out there who 
know who did this and believe the answers 
lie within the local community.”

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SOUTHEND Lifeboat Station is the 
busiest on Britain’s eoast. 

New RNLI figures show erews at the 
station launehed their boats 142 times 
last year eompared to seeond-plaee 
Great Yarmouth, who launehed theirs 59 
times last year. 

RNLI bosses said they weren’t sur¬ 
prised Southend was the busiest 
beeause it boasts an exeeptionally long 
eoastline with unusual features, sueh as 
the mud flats. 

Crews were involved in a number of 
unusual reseues ineluding saving two 
men who were adrift at sea in a home¬ 
made boat which cost just £9 to make. 

Last year the lifeboats were launched 
to save people on board broken down 
vessels, struggling swimmers and people 
stranded on the mud flats who had been 
cut off by the incoming tide. 

In 2015 the charity’s lifeboats were 
launched 366 times in Essex as a whole, 
rescuing 379 people and saving 15 lives. 

The six RNLI lifeboat stations in Essex 
are Harwich, Walton and Frinton, 
Clacton-on-Sea, Burnham-on-Crouch, 
West Mersea and Southend-on-Sea. 

Paul Barker, RNLI community inci¬ 
dent reduction manager in the east, told 
the YA he was proud of the crews. 

He said: “Once again our volunteer 
lifeboat crews have had a busy year 
working hard to serve their local com¬ 
munities. 

“They willingly down tools and drop 


everything to respond to an emergency 
call for help day or night, come rain or 
shine.” 

Mr Barker said the RNLI had been 
delivering safety workshops such as their 
‘respect the water’ campaign and life¬ 
jacket clinics. 

He added: “We understand that things 
can go wrong from time to time, so some 
preventative maintenance and annual 
checks prior to the boating season should 
allow for worry-free sea time. 

“I would like to thank all of our volun¬ 
teers for their tireless hard work and ded¬ 
ication throughout the past 12 months. 
Without all of our supporters, fundrais¬ 
ers, crews and education teams our life¬ 
saving service would not operate.” 

Den Freeman, who volunteers for 
Southend RNLI, said crews worked 


extremely hard. 

He told the YA: “We are called out to 
kite surfers, wind surfers, vessels with 
engine problems, people stranded on the 
mud. 

“Sailing clubs don’t normally give us a 
problem as they have their own patrol 
boats. 

“If you look at what we are covering, 
Shoebury East beach to Southend is four 
miles, then Southend to Canvey is anoth¬ 
er four miles. 

“But we also cover beyond that and out 
to the mud flats where a lot of people get 
stranded with the incoming tide.” 

Regular sailor Lee Field said having 
the RNLI around was a great comfort. 

Mr Field, 44, from Radlett, said: “The 
RNLI is fantastic as it is very easy to get 
into trouble when you are out at sea.”

Holocaust tribute 


SOUTHEND paid tribute to all those who died or 
lost loved ones in the Holocaust and subsequent 
genocides. 

The mayor of Southend, Councillor Andrew 
Moring, planted a tree in memory of those who 
perished in the Nazi death camps and other geno¬ 
cides across the world. 

This took place at a ceremony at the junction of 
Rayleigh Road and Whitehouse Road, Eastwood, 
on Wednesday. 

Later that day, a memorial service took place at 
the civic centre, with guest speaker Hannah 
Lewis. 

Hannah gave a moving account of how she sur¬ 
vived in a Nazi concentration camp. 

Councillor Mary Betson, executive councillor 
for enterprise, tourism and economic develop¬ 
ment, said it was vital everyone remembered the 
horror of the Holocaust and other subsequent 
genocides in the hope of preventing it happening 
again. 

She said: “The council plays a key role in mark¬ 
ing this significant date every year to bring it to 
the attention of as many residents and visitors as 
possible, with a variety of events and exhibitions. 

“These help offer to everyone the chance to 
learn and understand the dire consequences of 
the Holocaust and other genocides. 

“This year we were very fortunate to be able to 
hear the personal testimony of Holocaust sur¬ 
vivor Hannah Lewis, along with a talk by 
Vivenie Muganga, director of the Rwandan Youth 
Information Community Organisation.”

“The flood is so much part of out 
history, it is important for younger 
generations to know all about it.” 

A veteran Canvey councillor - who 
was 11 when he woke up to see water 
running past his window - was also on 
hand to talk to visitors. 


Cllr Ray Howard said: “It was a 
wonderful exhibition and I heartily 
congratulate the archive for this and 
all the work it does.” 

The community archive is sending 
£200 from the exhibition proceeds to 
Cumbria flood victims. 

Janet added: “We feel for them, and 
thought this was a way of showing our 
support.”

Thanks to 
Southend 
Hospital staff 

I AM 91 years old and feel 
very lucky to be alive. 

I’ve always been very active, 
swimming a mile a day in my 
60s and becoming a tai chi 
teacher in my 70s. 

But last month, I developed a 
severe bladder infection as a 
result of prostate problems and, 
had it not been for the swift 
treatment from staff at 
Southend University Hospital, I 
would not be here today. 

On December 16,1 experi¬ 
enced such severe pain I ended 
up in A&E, where it was dis¬ 
covered I was suffering from 
urinary retention. This eventu¬ 
ally caused a kidney infection 
and led to sepsis. My white 
blood cell count was off the 
record, at 36, and I lost so 
much blood my haemoglobin 
levels went down to 6.8. 

Things got so serious that 
my daughter slept beside my 
hospital bed for a week, and 
my children were told that if I 
went into cardiac arrest, the 
doctors would not revive me. 

Apparently, at one time, the 
infection made me so delirious 


I didn’t recognise people, 
thought I was in my living 
room at home and even 
believed there were buses in 
the room with me. 

There’s never a good time to 
be in hospital, and being the 
only patient in the ward on 
Christmas Day may feel like the 
worst possible place to be, but I 
can honestly say that the expert 
treatment of the staff - consul¬ 
tants, junior doctors, nurses, 
healthcare assistants and ancil¬ 
lary staff - was superb. The 
treatment I received from the 
nurses in Southboume Ward 
was as if I was in a private hos¬ 
pital - excellent. 

I especially remember 
Manju, Win, Mischa (not sure 
of the spelling of these), 
Michael and Oliver, who 
brightened up my day every 
time they came to see me. 

So I would like to thank all 
the staff in A&E, the urology 
department and Southboume 
Ward. I can say without preju¬ 
dice that my experience in 
Southend University Hospital 
was of such a high standard, it 
was second to none. 

Even if we are too ill to say 
it at the time, their thoughtful¬ 
ness and kindness makes all 
the difference to patients.

I wrote again and 
this time received an email 
saying that the job required 
traffic management and would 
be passed on to contractors for 
their attention. 

Until the county council took 
things over, things seemed to 
have been all right. If, as Mr 
Wilson states, things were 
checked on a regular basis we 
wouldn’t have so much trou¬ 
ble. 

However, having been out to 
the road this morning I see 
that a distance further up the 
road towards Billericay there 
are hold-ups due to some dig¬ 
ging up of the road. For the 
past week part of Irvon Hill 
Road another lot have been 
enjoying digging and leaving a 


problem with traffic using that 
road. 

That road is widely used as a 
shortcut from the High Street 
into London Road. There are 
only two lights - one at the top 
and one at the bottom - so 
when the lights off time comes 
you can’t see the cones. 

So it seems that Benfleet, 
where Mr Wilson comes from, 
is not the only place where 
there are street lights that are 
not working. 

If our council tax is supposed 
to cover street lights, then don’t 
we all require a refund on what 
we pay? I think we do.

Cancer unit 
should come

Fight for 
amendments 
to Bill 

MACMILLAN Cancer 
Support is urging all MPs in 
Essex to uphold the Lords’ 
amendments to the Welfare 
Reform and Work Bill, as this 
will ensure that people with 
cancer and other long-term ill¬ 
nesses, who are too ill to work 
but capable of work in the 
future, do not see their bene¬ 
fits reduced by £30 a week. 

Current figures show that if 
MPs don’t uphold these amend¬ 
ments, at least 9,740 people in 
Essex alone could be left with¬ 
out vital financial support. 

Macmillan is also worried 
that some MPs might reject 
the Lords’ amendments with¬ 
out realising that doing so will 
push some people with cancer 
over the edge financially. 


Our survey shows that more 
than half of Conservative MPs 
(54 per cent) do not know that 
the Government’s proposed 
changes will affect people who 
have had cancer. Just over a 
third of all MPs (38 per cent) 
are unaware of this impact. 

Macmillan knows the finan¬ 
cial burden that people with 
cancer face. The charity found 
that four in five (83 per cent) 
people with cancer are on 
average £570 a month worse 
off as a result of their diagno¬ 
sis. 

This is because of loss of 
income and extra medical 
costs, such as transport to hos¬ 
pital appointments, as well as 
spiralling household bills as 
cancer treatment causes people 
to feel the cold more when 
they are likely to be spending 
more time at home. 

As the Bill moves to its final 
stages, we hope MPs in Essex 
recognise the impact that any 
cuts to benefits will have on 
the physical and mental well¬ 
being of people in their con¬ 
stituencies with long-term ill¬ 
nesses and uphold the Lords’ 
amendments.

R azor sharp and hilariously funny, 
Canadian Katherine Ryan has hit the 
road with another must-see oomedy 
show and there are two ohanoes to oatoh it 
at theatres in Essex. 

Star of Live at the Apollo and winner of the 
Nivea Funny Women Award at the Comedy 
Store, Ryan will first be appearing at Cliffs

PrimeTime film review 



DAD'SARMY(PG, 100 mins) 

H OW do you improve 
on the perfection of 
Jimmy Perry and 
David Croft's sitcom Dad's 
Army, which began active 
service in 1968 and remains 
a jewel in the crown of the 
BBC comedy archives? 

The answer is, you don't. 

If you're director Oliver 
Parker and screenwriter 
Hamish McColl, you pepper 
a flimsy plot that would 
barely stretch to one TV 
episode let alone 100 min¬ 
utes with the show's catch- 
phrases and pray our abid¬ 
ing affection for the charac¬ 
ters will compensate for 
long passages without a 
discernible punchline. 

Original cast members Ian 
Lavender and Frank 
Williams are conscripted to 
cameo roles to heighten the 
whiff of nostalgia. 

Limp innuendo-laden ban¬ 
ter about sausages barely 
merits a smirk, pratfalls are 
predictable and a terrific 
ensemble cast of gifted 
comic actors go on patrol 
without an arsenal of decent 
one-liners. 

From uninspired beginning 
to muddled end, it's a cul¬ 
tural smash and grab that 
goes through the motions 


and will ultimately be 
remembered as a badly 
missed opportunity. 

England, 1944. The 
Second World War is on a 
knife edge and in the cosy 
community of Walmington- 
on-Sea, blustering bank 
manager George Mainwaring 
(Toby Jones) proudly leads 
the local Home Guard. 

His hapless rank-and-file 
includes Sergeant Wilson 
(Bill Nighy), Lance Corporal 
Jones (Tom Courtenay) and 
Privates Frazer (Bill 
Paterson), Pike (Blake 
Harrison), Walker (Daniel 
Mays) and Godfrey (Michael 
Gambon), a mild-mannered 
soul who frequently drifts off 
into his own world. 

The fate of the Home 
Guard hangs in the balance 
when Colonel Theakes 
(Mark Gatiss) reveals that he 
intends to sort the military 
wheat from the chaff and 
"Walmington feels chaffy." 

Soon after, Mainwaring 
learns that a German spy 
has infiltrated the town and 
is transmitting secrets back 
to Berlin. 

The search for a traitor coin¬ 
cides with the arrival of glam¬ 
orous magazine writer Rose 
Winters (Catherine Zeta- 
Jones), who intends to pen a 
flattering article about the 


heroics of the Home Guard. 

George is smitten and 
finds Rose most charming 
and agreeable. 

"They said that about the 
Ripper," coldly retorts Mrs 
Mainwaring (Felicity 
Montagu), hard-nosed 
leader of Walmington-on- 
Sea's women's auxiliary 
army, which includes Pike's 
mother (Sarah Lancashire) 
and Walker's sweetheart 
Daphne (Emily Atack). 

Dad's Army opens with a 
limp set piece involving a 
stand-off between the Home 
Guard and runaway livestock. 

"We're supposed to be 
locking horns with the Hun 
not Bertie the bull!" despairs 
one of the men, echoing our 
mounting frustration. 

Jones lightens the darken¬ 
ing mood with a few 
moments of physical humour, 
including choking on a slice 
of cake, while Nighy relies on 
his usual snorts and tics for 
merriment. 

Montagu, Lancashire and 
CO bring a diluted degree of 
girl power to proceedings 
that might be dismissed as 
tokenism without their char¬ 
acters' pivotal involvement 
in the hare-brained and 
lacklustre denouement.

As well as discussing celebrities such as 
Taylor Swift, Cheryl Fernandez-Versini and 
Peter Andre, Ryan includes a great line 
about the late comedian Joan Rivers, who 
she says she has always loved.

New BMW X1 gives rivals food for thought

THE BMW SUV series begins with the XI 
and since its launch in 2009 more than 
40,000 have been sold in Britain. 

Last autumn the second series was 
announced and first orders are now trickling 
through. 

The new XI runs to five models from about 
£31,225 to £36,060 with a choice of three 
diesels - 1.8 150, 2.0 190 or 2.5 231 bhp - 
and a 192bhp 2.0 petrol. 

The best seller is expected to be the 
190bhp 2.0 td which develops a good 
amount of torque at 400Nm. 

There is a familiar but updated appearance 
to the XI. The facia has been restyled and 
angled towards the driver while the iDrive 
Control Display has standard 6.5 inch or 
optional 8.8 inch monitor. 

The engines are all new while the xDrive 
powertrain is further refined to improve front 
wheel or four-wheel grip. Key to the 
improvements and responses is a new chas¬ 
sis platform and linkages intended to sharp¬ 
en responses but soften the ride. 

Engine power and delivery has been 
improved and the 2.0d gains 7bhp over the 
previous version, but it also uses less fuel 
and produces fewer emissions, so it’s a win- 
win XI. 

A new body design incorporates air deflec¬ 
tors and even underbody smooth panels to 
ease its passing, so reducing energy needed 
and drag. 


There is no doubting the new model is an 
improvement, principally because it’s 
smoother and quieter in character. 

The latest 2.0d engine is a good starter 
and pulls with ease and efficiency, the auto¬ 
matic changes are seamless and mechanical 
noise levels are very low. 

Brakes and steering give a lot of feel and 
feedback, work well and endow the XI 
Sport with great agility and responses over 
any surface and type of road. 

A mixture of winding country lanes and 


more open sweeping roads showed off the 
XI to be in its element. 

Inside, the seats do a good job of smooth¬ 
ing out the ride imperfections and they give 
good support with a wide adjustment range 
available and even those in the back would 
have plenty of knee and headroom. 

The standard automatic fifth door opens 
from bumper level to reveal a wide, flat and 
deep compartment and the capacity rises 
from just over 500 litres to a maximum 
1 ,550 litres as the rear seat gradually folds 


away. For any BMW driver, the major and 
minor controls; relationship and operation 
are paramount and the XI will not disap¬ 
point. 

Everything works well and the new wrap¬ 
around fascia and straightforward dials are 
clear. 

Oddments room was modest however with 
only small compartments to stow items and 
most things would end up on the floor or 
back seat, which is surprising in what many 
consider a family car. 

There is no doubt the new BMW XI is a 
big step up over the predecessor and it now 
does well what its larger X3 stablemate has 
done so far, so it’s an even tougher chal¬ 
lenger for any rivals to better, particularly 
when you look at enhanced residual values 
down the line.

TWO goals from Belgian interna¬ 
tional Nacer Chadli eased Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur to victory over a spir¬ 
ited Colchester United side. 

Spurs are currently in a rich vein 
of form and fighting for silverware 
on three fronts. 

Colchester had sought solace in 
the FA Cup, having so far endured 
a wretched season, which had seen 
them record just five victories, and 
sit rooted to the bottom of Sky Bet 
League One, eight points from 
safety.

Spurs continued to dominate. Erik 
Lamela’s curling effort beat Kean, 
but clipped the foot of an upright, 
while Eriksen was bravely blocked 
by the heavily bandaged Eastman. 

Spurs had a scare when Vorm jug¬ 
gled precariously as Porter looked 
to profit, meanwhile Eriksen was a 
whisker away, sending a delicate 
right-footed effort inches too high. 

Just before the half-hour mark the 
north Londoners grabbed the 
advantage. Chadli found himself in 
an acre of space, and sent a fizzing 
strike beyond Kean from outside the 
box.

A flurry of late goals saw Spurs 
book their place in the fifth round of 
the competition and a home tie with 
Crystal Palace. Chadli stooped to 
head home Trippier’s centre to make 
it three. 

The enthusiastic home fans were 
lifted when Gavin Massey’s shot 
squeezed over the line after hitting 
Ben Davies and the post, but it 
proved to be little more than a con¬ 
solation goal. 


Tom Carroll added Spurs’ fourth, 
turning in Chadli’s centre via the 
bar. 

After the game, Pochettino said: “It 
was very important the way we 
played the game and showed respect 
for our opponent. It’s difficult to play 
against a side like this, they are very 
motivated and the FA Cup always 
has some magic.” 

Colchester chief Kevin Keen said:
